He is presently 
looking at modifying the circuit to 
accommodate a fourth tube which 
should yield about 800 watts. His 
current approach is to use MOSFETS to 
amplify the output of the Flex 1500 
enough to drive the power amp. An 
interesting discussion ensued.

Handbook and also the second volume 
of the Hands on Experiments series.
